ACQUITED IN KILLING

Son of Jean Nash Diustionnet 
Cleared; Only One Witness 
for Defense.

NEW YORK, April 2.—Andrew 
Donaldson Kirwan today was ac- 
quitted by a Federal jury of an 
indictment charging the murder of 
Gilliam Sessoms, of Seattle, Wash., 
on the liner President Garfield 
last. February. 

The jury deliberated only 27 min- 
utes. — 
Jean Nash, embraced and - kissed 
her 23-year-old son after the ver- 


quieted a crowd of more 
than 100 persons who attempted to 
make their way to the front of the 
courtroom to congratulate the 
mother and son. :

It was intended originally 
that the advance base would house 
two or three men, but the diffi- 
culties of advancing heavy loads 
across the barrier, especially this 
late in the season, made it impor- 
tant that stores and equipment for 
more than one man not be trans- 
ported. 

Byrd recognized the hazards 
in a lone: existence and was 
anxious to accept. the risk. Phys- 
ically and psychologically he felt 
himself especially qualified, and be- 
sides, he was keenly interested in 
the mental problem involved in 
solitude go complete. 

He comes from a family line of 

solitary men. He has with him 
books, phonograph records and sup- 
plies ample to last out the period. 
With the writing he plans to do 
and the work involved in main- 
taining a continuous meteorological 
record, not to mention the unre- 
mitting struggle to exist, he felt 
that the vigil should not be as bar- 
ren as people are tempted to con- 
sider it. 
“The winter night,” Admiral 
Byrd said, “iz a period of tran- 
guility of a sort you will never 
achieve in civilization.” 


Meteorological Value. 


he will keep, Byrd expects ‘one “6 
the most important contributions 
of the entire expedition. The ad- 
vance base is completely equipped 
as a weather station. Up to now 
the bulk of Antarctic meteorolog- 
ical data has been collected by 
ships operating in Antarctic waters. 
Stations maintained on Antarctic 
islands. and at the main explora- 
tion camps on the coast heretofore 
have provided the only informa- 
tion in this meteorological center 
of action. Byrd's base is the first 
fixed weather observation post in 
the interior of the Antarctic con- 
tinent,

Correspondence seized in the 
Kansas City apartment of George 
M. Lindsay, former St. Louisan 
charged with the issuance and sale

Annex Hotel here, were examined 
today by city detectives and Post- 
office inspectors. ’ 

The letters, detectives said, indi- 
cated that Lindsay had conducted 
a nation-wide business_in fake di- 
plomas. Many of them were from 
eastern seaboard states, and there 
were others from the Pacific Coast. 

Most of the letters appeared to 
have been written by diploma sales- 
men or persons who had bought, or 
were consodering buying, medical, 
chiropractic and other diplomas. 
Those chiefly sought were the chiro- 
practic diplomas. 

Lindsay and his stepson, G. Mar- 
tin Lindsay Jr., against whom there 
is no warrant, were arrested Satur- 
day night in Kansas City, where 
the step-father operates the Educa- 
tional Aid Society , and were re- 
leased yesterday on $1000. bonds, 
returnable April 10 before Judge 
Butler in Court of Criminal Correc- 


tion. 
Charges Against the Men. 

Gustave H. Lindhorst, 4048 Juni- 
ata street, and William P. Galla- 
gher, Kansas City optometrist, gave 
like bonds.

Several of the letters to Lindsay 
began with the salutation, “Dear 
Judge,” a reference, apparently, to 
the fact that he was once president 
of the City College of Law & Fi- 
nance here. Lindsay severed all 
connection with that college, a 
night school, in 1926 when he sold 
his interest. At that time it had 
quarters on the second floor of the 
building on the southeast corner of 
Grand boulevard and Olive street, 
which was recently torn down. The 
school is now at 3615 Olive street. 

Investigation Broadcned. 

Detectives Cliffe and Bean, who 
worked on the case, said the Post- 
office Inspectors wanted the letters 
to determine whether any of them 
constituted misuse of the mails. 
Prosecuting Attorney Rosecan wrote 
to State health authorities in Illi- 
nois, asking them to send a repre- 
sentative here to join in the inquiry. 

Among the letters was one, dated 
March 14, from the assistant secre- 
tary of the Board of Chiropractic 
Examiners ‘of a Middle Western 
state, which was addressed to “Dear 
Friends,” and signed with the first 
name of the writer.

In an ‘opening statement, 
Chairman Harrison of the Finance 
Committee said that the m re 
“distributes the tax burdeh fairly 
among taxpayeers and in no way 
impedes legitimate business trans- 
actions.” 

Harrison called personal holding 
confipanies “indorporated poeket- 
books,” by which, he said, wealthy 
persons trimmed their taxes from 
a maximum of 63 per cent to the 
fiat Gorporation rate of 18% per 
cent. 

To prevent this practice in the 
future, he said the committee had 
proposed a surtax of 35 per cért 
on the first $100,000 of undistri- 
buted net iricome of stich com> 
panies and 40 per cent on all over 
$100,000. : 

He estimated revenue of $20, 

600 from this source alone, and 
fixed the entire additional retutn 
for thé next fiscal year at $175,- 
000,000 as against $150,000,000 al- 
lowed by President Roosevelt in 
the new budget. 

Asks for Prompt Passage.

Nine of .the ten loans were se- 
cured by real estate and the tenth 
was secured by stock. Much of the 
real estate, which Painter estimated 
was worth $6,000,000, has been man- 
aged by the bank liquidator since 
last summer. 

The Union Trust Co. had $130,- 
812,254 on deposit as of Feb. 25, 
1933, just before it closed for the 
banking holiday, deposits were $301,- 
678,491, Jan. 1, 1931.

By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 2—Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace, 
opening a campaign which he said 
would “place dairy production on 
@ more economical and sounder 
basis,” today criticised “proposals 
for regimentation” of agriculture. 
Wallace’s appearance here inaug- 
urated a nation-wide series of meet- 
ings on the proposed dairy produc- 
tion control plan. His speech out- 
lined the economic reasons for a 
readjustment of the milk supply. 
'- To dairy producers from Penn- 


Delaware, Virginia and West, Vir- 
ginia, Wallace said that the pro 
posed plan “does not pretend to of- 
fer any miraculous return of pros- 
perity to the dairy farmer.” 

What it does seek to accomplish, 
he asserted, is to “place dairy pro- 
duction on’ a more economical and 
sounder basis, to iniprove the qual- 
ity of herds, to get more land back 
into pasture, to protect the health 
of users of milk, and in genera] to 
promote public confidence in the 
dairy industry and public knowl 
edge of its complex problem.” 

Staying Within Market. 

“I think it will be necessary,” he 
said, “for the dairy industry to con- 
tinue to place its reliance upon re- 
covery in consumer buying power, 
possibly with the nécessary control 
on production, to prevent the ex- 
treme flexibility. of the industry 
from stepping up its output too 
rapidly in response to higher 
prices.” 

The plan proposes that dairymen 
sign contracts to reduce their pro- 
duction 10 ger cent under their av- 
erage’ production for 1932 and 1933. 
In return they would receive bene- 
fit payments of 40 cents for éach 
pound of butterfat reduced. Funds 
for this would be derived from a 
processing tax on butterfat, begin- 
ning at 1 cent a pound and increas- 
ing to 5 cents.

He said local administration of 
the Agricultural Adjustment Act by 
county associations was “one of 
the most significant social and eco- 
nomic developments” of the “ad- 
justment experimest.” 
Co-Operative Field Only Scratched. 

Although the co-operative move- 
ment has made long strides, the 
Secretary expressed a doubt that 
farmers “have more than begun to 
explore all of the economic oppor- 
tunities for co-operation offered by 
the county production control as- 
sociations.” 

Wallace also. mentioned plans of 
the administration for drawing up 
a blanket production control con- 
tract under which farmers would 
voluntarily agree to restrict pro 
duction of all crops. 

“More work is to be done along 
this line and I Will be interested 
in the dairy farmers’ reaction to 
the proposal,” he said. “I should 
like to see all these developments 
expedited now. 

“While the instruments of the 
benefit payment exist to help the 
Government assist the farmers in 
organizing, it seems important that 
the producers should organize them- 
selves now, so that they may be 
able better to grapple with their 
problems in the future when the 
time comes that the Government 
may not be able to afford immedi-, 
ate help, and when the producers 
will be left more to their own or- 


ganizations and own devices.”

ETHIOPIAN-JAPANESE 
MARRIAGE CALLED OFt 


Tokio Newspapers Surmise 
Mussolini. Objected to Abys- 
sinian Prince’s Match.- 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, April 2—The projected 
picture-bride marriage of the Ethi- 
opian Prince Lij Araya, and Miss 
Masako Kuroda, daughter of Vis- 
count Hiroyuki Kuroda, has been 
canceled. Despite official denials, 
vernacular newspapers surmised 
that the match had been blocked 
by international politics. 

The Addis-Ababa, correspondent 
of the Tokio newspaper, Nichi 
Nichi, reported that* the Foreign 
Minister of Ethiopia had announced 
the marriage plans had been called 
off, quoting the prospective bride- 
groom to the effect that the ma- 
chinations of “a certain Power” 
had interfered. 

The Foreign Minister, according 
to the correspondent, said he noti- 
fied Ethiopia’s Minister in Rome 
concernimg the cancelation of the 
marriage plans from which the 
vernacular newspapers conjectured 
that Italy disliked the prospect of 
Japanese penetration in Ethiopia, 
in view of Premier Mussolini's : 
cent declarations of Italy’s mission 
in Africa. 

The family of Viscount Kuroda 
said it did not know of any cancel- 


ation of plans. 


Both the Foreign Office and the 
imperial household of Tokio de 
clared they were never in any way 
concerned with the marriage pro}- 
ect or with its reported failure, al- 
though it has been known that ‘he 
household officials did not favor 
the Ethiopian union for the daugh- 
ter of a Japanese peer. 

Two months ago it was officially 
admitted that Tokio had queried 
indirectly through the Japanese 
Embassy in Paris concerning 
Prince Lij Araya’s standing. 

A link between the Japanese and 
Ethiopian dynasties, the two oldest 
in the world, was believed objected 
to by certain high Japanese for rea- 
sons of foreign policy. Because of 
a feeling that Japan already is 
embroiled in trade disputes with 
several European nations, some- 
what isolated owing to the Man- 
chukuo affair, and in secession 
from the League of Nations, these 
Japanese believed it unwise to un- 
dertake the active exploitation of 
Ethiopia and incur the further sus- 
picion of Great Britain, Italy and 
France, owners of colonies situated 
like Ethiopia on the east coast of 
Africa.

Princeton Expedition’s Discovery 
Upsets Theories of Ancient City’s

ATHENS, Greece, April 2.—Prof. 
T. Leslie Shear of Princeton Uni- 
versity, in charge of all archeo- 
logical. activities in the agora, the 
ancient Athenian market place, has 
announced the discovery of re- 
mains of a temple where stood the 
famous statue to the Twelve Gods.

In some states, 
“Gt is the state university; in others, it 
js a separate agricultural and mechanical 
college. Each of these institutions re- 
ceived a grant of land from the United 
‘States Government and has for many 
years: past been receiving generous Fed- 
eral appropriations for its support. « 
* In the Federal act providing for the 
* establishment of these institutions, it was 
_ specifically provided that military science 
should be taught in each of them. While 
“4 has been held that the Federal law 
~ @oes not require that each mule student 
in these institutions study military 
“gcience, it has always been ‘held by the 
governing bodies and administrators of 
these institutions that they are under 
a moral obligation to require military 
training. ‘The University of Wisconsin 
is the only land grant institution in the 
- United States which does not require it. 
Patriotic citizens who know the ele- 
ments that secured the adoption of the 
. Wisconsin law making military training 
voluntary cannot feel any pride in the 
. action taken in that State. 

Prof. S. Johnson, member of the law 
faculty and legal counsel for the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, has published an article 

entitled “Military Training in the Land 
Grant Colleges; Is It Optional or Man- 
datory?” Mr. Johngon analyzes the Fed- 
eral law establishing the land grant cvl- 
leges and traces the history of military 
training in these institutions. Near the 
: end of his article, he answers the ques- 
-tion: “The mandatory requirement is in 
-the law; and the state cannot ignore it 
_ without becoming guilty of bad faith.” 
Ohnio State University and Missouri 
- University are not the only institutions 
that have recently dismissed students 
for refusing to take military training. 
Similar cases have occurred in the Uni- 
~yersity of California and in the Uni- 
_ yersity of Maryland. In both the latter 
- states, the cases were taken to the Su- 
preme Court and the institutions were 
upheld in their action. In California 
-and Maryland, the young men claimed 
to be conscientious objectors. Evidence 
was produced in court, however, in one 
ease, to show that the young man’s ac- 
tion was the result of propaganda put 
out by an older man, who published an 
article requesting students who did not 
wish to take military training to com- 
municate with him. 

For some years, there has been sweep- 
-$ng over the country an attack on mili- 
tary training in the colleges. At first, 
_the attack was directed against compul- 
sory training, but the ultimate aim is 

-to eliminate it altogether. TLis move- 
ment does not come from the young 
men themselyes, It comes from Reds, 
Communists, pacifists and slackers; 
emong them there is a smal) contingent 
-of well-intentioned but misguided people.

The Bankhead legislation is interesting from two 
angies. In. the first place, it may give to some cot-. 
ton growefs an extra “cut” not intended by New Deal 
economics. When the administration started its cam- 
paign to lift cotton out of the red, it paid growers | 
to plow planted acres under.. In this way, some 11,-. 
000,000 acres were taken out of cultivation. This 
cost the Government $163,000,000. But for this re- 
tirement of acreage, the cotton crop last year would 
have soared to 17,000,000 bales. As it was, the crop 
was approximately the same as that of 1932—some 
12,000,000 bales. But due to the Government's. an- 
nounced determination to stamp out the blight of 
excessive production in cotton growing, the 1933 crop 
sold for approximately twice as much as the 1932 
crop. — 

For the‘first timé in a number of years, cotton 
growers had some monsy to spend. Immediately the 
administration continued its efforts to effect a further 
reduction in cotton acreage for 1934 and 1936. It 
initiated a system of contracts with growers. ' These 
contracts when accepted by growers pledged the Gov- 
ernment to pay a bonus for each of these two years 
if those contracting limited their planting still furth- 
er. To date, some 950,000 cotton growers have 
signed up. 

But with the first surge of better times in the 
cotton belt, the ill-fated individualism which has cut 
the throats of cotton growers for almost a continuous 
decade returned. A great many growers decided to 
stay out of the contract fold. They reckoned that 
“chiseling” might pay. Hence, with only half of the 
cotton growers pledged to reduce their planting and 
the other half preparing to expand their production, 
the whole system of Government bonuses was im- 
periled. 

The Bankhead bill was rushed into the breach. But 
with its certain passage the Government, under the 
AAA, is pledged to pay out to some 950,000 cotton 
growers about $130,000,000 a year for 1934 and 1935 
for abstaining from planting what the Bankhead bill 
makes unprofitable anyway. Thus those who con- 
tracted with the Government before the Bankhead 
bill becomes a law are likely to get two “cuts” on the 
coming crop. They will get a bonus for not planting 
what the Bankhead measure effectively prevents. 

They will share in the incidental value of the 1934 
crop dtie to the further reduction in supply. Natur- 
ally the would-have-been-chiselers are indignant. Un- 
less, therefore, the AAA bonuses are to be a reward 
for being unchiseling-minded, it does seem that with 
the enactment of the Bankhead wgislation they are 
no longer necessary. It is a question, however, wheth- 
er a way can be found to persuade the 950,000 cot- 
ton growérs to yield their contract rights and forego 
an obvious windfall at Government expense. 

The Bankhead bill is probably a long stride to the 
left in economic theory. This is the first time that. 
the Federal Government has gone so far as to dictate 
production to individual farmers.. Some Senators in 
approving the Bankhead bill had misgivings that 
Washington and Moscow were getting too close to 
gether. But there was little choice in the matter. 
The alternative was to give the “chiselers” a free 
hand, to open up the door again to the wild indi- 
vidualism that has had the cotton belt on its uppers 
for the last 12 years, and to collapse all the ef- 
forts of the administration to save the cotton grower 
from cutting his own throat. Only one move was 
open. That was to force prosperity on a business re- 
gion which, if left to the old order of things, would 
be upholding the dignity of individualism and very 
flat purses. 

However, it should be noted that Congress did not 
crack down on the sacred and traditional right of 
the cotton farmer to commit suicide after consulting 
the writings of Karl Marx. No long-haired profes-. 
sors were in evidence in the anteroom of either 
House or Senate. No Congressman or Senator mur- 
mured in his beard about the “revolution.” The im- 
portant fact is that thousands of good American 
farmers urged their representatives to save them 
from the ancient order. Before the Bankhead bill 
was proposed, the Department of Agriculture queried 
many thousands of cotton farmers asking them 
whether they wished the Government to enter the 
field of compulsion or not. Of the thousands of 
answers received, over 95 per cent were ‘“‘yes.” 
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3 ANSWERING PRESIDENT FUTRALL. 

President Futrall of the University of Arkansas 
attributes our stand against compulsory military 
training in state universities to unfamiliarity with 
the Federal law which established land grant institu- 
tions. 

The purpose of the Morrill Act, passed by Con- 
gress in 1862, was to encourage instruction in agri- 
cultural and mechanical arts. Under it, each State 
was granted 30,000 acres of public land for every 
member in Congress, the proceeds from the sale of 
this land to be converted into permanent funds for 
agricultural and mechanical schools. More than 11, 
000,000 acres of the public domain were so devoted. 

The provision of military training for the male 
students of such institutions who desired it was not 
only not the primary purposé of the framers of the 
Morrill Act. Military training was added as an after- 
thotght. The law did not require military training of 
male students, but- merely provided that military 
training shouldbe offered. / :

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F. D. R. FOR ELECTORAL COLLEGE REFORM. 

With President Roosevelt giving formal indorse- 
ment to the proposed Lea-Norris amendment to the 
Constitution, that antiquated anachronism, the elec 
toral college, is scheduled for vital revision. Congress 
may be expected to comply with the executive's 
statement that he would be glad to see the meastre 
adopted at this session. After ratification by the 
states, candidates for President no longer will receive 
all the electoral votes in states where they receive a 
majority of popular votes, but will divide them on a 
proportional basis. Had true popular. elections pre- 
vailed throughout American history, the results of 
three presidential races would have been altered: 
those between Adams and Jackson (1824), Hayes and 
Tilden (1876), Harrison and Cleyeland (1888). (The 
first-named in each instance is the minority candi- 
date who was elected.) 

The Lea-Norris resolution is now before the House 
Elections Committee. We hope this committee will 
grasp the purpose of the reform better than did the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, which approved the 
measure, but ruined it by revision, by continuing the 
provision for giving all the votes of a state to the 
candidate polling a majority therein. . Presidential 
ballots in this country will not be truly democratic 
until popular elections are a reality, and minority 
votes are given full value, instead of being thrown 


away as at present.

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Variety of Foods 
Forms the Most > 
Satisfactory Diet 

By Dr. lago Galdston 


IRTUALLY all dietitians are 
Vagreea that the best type of diet 

is the one which includes the 
widest variety of foods. The gen- 
eral idea seems to be that one 
stands a better chance of hitting a 
flying duck with buckshot than with 
a single bullet. 
Though this principle is reason- 
able, our general tendency is to be- 
come predominantly meat eaters or 
predmoninantly vegetarians. 
Probably «there is some good 
sense in our predictions. 
The hard-working individual 
whose labor is physical in nature 
and who uses up a lot of energy, 
would have to stuff himself ex- 
cessively if a good'!y portion of his 
diet were made up of vegetation. 
The sedentary worker, on the oth- 
er hand, quite often learns from ex- 
perience that over-indulgence in the 
meat foods leaves him rather dull 
and heavy-witted. 
Still, the original principle of 
safety in dietetic variety holds good 
and should in a measure be applied 
by even those who are inclined to 
favor a restricted diet. 
This has been brought out by Dr. 
Carl V. Noorden of Munich. As a 
result of his life-long study of die- 
tetics, Dr. V. Noorden lays empha- 
sis on the value of interrupting «@ 
diet limited in one direction-by an 
occasional day in which the oppo- 
site diet is taken. 
The meat eater, he finds, is often 
benefited by one or two vegetarian 
days in the week, the vegetarian by 
an occasional meat day.
